Show Woman Shot in Hanover. 


"Jack" Williams, of Baltimore, Phila- 


delphia, and New York, shot a woman who 
claims to be his wife in the Hotel Hanover, 
Hanover, on Saturday afternoon. A pistol 
shot was heard about 1:30 o'clock and im- 
mediately hotel guests ran upstairs and 
found the woman lying across the bed in 
a room on the fourth floor. She was fully 
dressed and in a conscious condition. Blood 
was flowing from a bullet wound on her 
neck. The bullet entered on her right side 
between the shoulder »iid neck, cutting 
thru her collar bone and first rib, and lodg- 
ing behind the right shoulder blade. After 
making an incision in the back, Dr. Jordy 
removed the bullet, which lay about an 
inch under the skin. If no unforsccn com- 
plications arise, she is expected to make an 
early recovery. She is still at the hotel. 
Immediately, search was made for the man 
who did the shooting, but he had made his 
get-away. Minus his coat, he hurried to 
York, lie told York men that he walked 
all the way, and after having borrowed 
some money he is supposed to have started 
out for Reading. A man answering Wil- 
liams' description is b'Mng held in Balti- 
more on suspicion. 


The couple came to Hanover on the Sat- 


urday previous.boing part of the "Spidora" 
show, which was located on the fair 
grounds during last \\eek. The young 
woman took the part of the "Human Spi- 
dor", while Williams was a crier in front 
uf the tent. A young man by the name 
of Vk ilhain Robinson, who ImiLsfrom York 
is owner of the show. They all stopped at 
the Hotel Hanover. 
Williams anil the 


young woman registered as "Air. anil Mrs. 
Jack Williams, of Philadelphia", but since 
the shooting the young woman states that 
their home is in Baltimore. She gave her 
age at J!> years, while he is probably 2S 
years old. The rcvo.ver which figured in 
the shooting has not been found. 
The 


woman stated that the shooting was en- 
tirely accidental; that she was standing in 
the room \\hen her alleged husband was 
cleaning the revolver and it was discharged 
When shot, she fell to the fioor tmd ho 
picked her up and placed her on the bed 
anil then made bis escape The sain" com- 
pany was in Hanover during the week of 
July 10th, then with the Meyerhoff carni- 
val. 
At that time Williams was connect- 


ed with the show, but the girl was not. 
The man is now wanted by the authorities 
on a charge of assault with intent to kill, 
and other charges will be investigated. 
The case, however, is made difficult by the 
girl, who is endeavoring to shield him. It 
is believed by the author! ties that Williams 
was jealous and the shooting of the girl 
may not have been entirely accidental. 


Mrs Williams iffade an affidavit exoner- 


ating her husband, and clinging to her first 
statement that the shooting was accident- 
al.

"Jack’* Williams, of Baltimore, Phila­ 
delphia, and Now York, shot a woman who 
claims to be his wife in the Hotel Hanover» 
Hanover, on Saturday afternoon, A pistol 
shot was heard about 1:30 o’clock and im­ 
mediately hotel guests ran upstairs and 
fouild the woman lying across the bctl in 
a room on the fourth floor.

Millinery Opening! 


Vacations to be Abolished. 
That practically all the schools in the 


county will pass by the usual holiday va- 
cation and curtail all other "days off" to 
the minimum number possible, in order to 
make up for the present extended recess, 
is the belief of school authorities here. 


Christmas and New Year's Day alone 


will be taken, it is thought. There seems 
to be little way to catch up for the month 
now being lost, and as the School Code 
prohibits more than five days of school in 
a week, the term will extend about four 
weeks longer in the spring, on account of 
the closing now. It is believed that the 
usual Easter recess from Thursday to Mon- 
day, will also be abandoned.

under 1C before September 29th.

A di.sh to be thoroughly .satisfying 
should appeal to tho eye as well as 
the palate. 
The follow­ 
ing is one which fills 
both requirements: 
Pear 
Meringue 
With 
Custard Sauce. 
Take 
even-sized pears and peel 
them, 
leaving 
on 
the 
stem. 
Place In a baking 
di.sli, add sugar, water 
and lemon peel and bake until tender. 
Boat the whites of two eggs until still’; 
add two tablespoonfuls of sugar and 
when the pears are cold cover each 
with the meringue. 
Place in the oven 
to brown. 
Serve with a custard made 
from a pint of milk, two eggs, a quar­ 
ter of a cupful of sugar, and a pinch 
of .salt. Cook until smooth. Chill and 
pour around the pears on a serving 
dish. 
Pear Fritters.—Mix one and one- 
third cupfuls of nour with two tea­ 
spoonfuls of baiung powder, and a 
fourth of a teaspoonful of salt. 
Add 
gradually two-thirds of a cupful of 
milk, one egg, slightly beat^îii. 
Pare 
two large pears and cut in slices, then 
stir Into the batter. 
Drop by spoon­ 
fuls into hot fat and fry until brown. 
Serve with a hot liquid sauce. 
For 
peach fritters use a cupful and a fourtli 
of flour. 
Chicken With Sour Crean? Gravy.— 
Cut up a chicken or fowl as for fri­ 
cassee and cook until tender; do nut 
salt the meat until it is nearly cooked. 
When perfectly tender renit)Vo to a 
platter and place around it crl.sp bale? 
Ing-powder biscuits, split and buttered. 
Take a cupful and a half of tlie chick­ 
en broth, add three-fourths of a cuiiful 
of sour cream ; cook together a table­ 
spoonful and a half of butter and the 
same of Ihnir, then add the hot broth 
and cream ; do not boll after the cream 
is added.

That pnictically all the schools in the 
county will pass by the usual holiday va­ 
cation and curtail all other “days olT’* to 
the minimum number possible, in order to 
make up for the present extended recess, 
is the belief of bcliool authorities here.

The wliult- problem of society, generally, to to determine to what 


degree the mobility of the individual shall be restrained, predestinated 
and merged in the aim of all the collectivity. 


I translate this experience into the terms of our everyday life, and 


1 make it graphic to myself by thinking'that every man has an imaginary 
uniform, an imaginary uniform of his own measurements always in readi- 
ness in home or shop or office or in some public locker, that he may don at 
call of his community, state or nation, or perhaps of a world need: when 
under compulsion he goes to vote, to pay his taxes, to fight against dis- 
honesty, inefficiency or waste; to inform himself upon public questions 
or upon puhjic duties; when, in short, he performs any one of the hun- 
dred offices that are required of him as an efficient unit in an organized 
society. I am today a- maker of meerschaum pipes, a peasant gathering 
my hanefet, a college professor, a surgeon. 
Tomorrow I slip on this 


invisible garment, and I am a selfless, nameless, numbered patriot And 
the next day I am working at my delicate pipes again; I am back in 
my field, or at my desk, or in my private laboratory; that is, if I am not 
killed or \\oundcd in battle or suffocated in the trenches.

Do not keep mongrel stock. They 


are not high producers, and their eggs 
are not uniform as to siae and color. 


Keep laying hens separated from sit- 


ting liens. 


Gather eggs twice daily iu warm 


weather. 


The sale of infertile incubator eggs 


never vuil help you to establish a high- 
er market price for your product. 


Separate the male birds from the 


Hock except during the breeding sea- 
son. Fertile eggs are poor keepers. 


Market eggs in a standard egg case. 


Ne\er haul to town over rough roads 
or in an open basket or pan exposed 
to the hot sun. 


You will have a larger number of 


"firsts" it you market at least twice 
a week. 


In keeping eggs, provide a dry, cool, 


well 
\eiitilated 
place. Fertile eggs 


must i>e kept below G8 degrees to check 
germination. 


Eggs are affected 
easily by bad 


odors. 
Do not keep in a musty grain

came to another Island, “wherein v/ere I 
the whitest and greatest sheep they ; 
ever saw,” 
After stopping for a lime 
they proceeded with the voyage, and ■ 
came to a third island, called “the 
paradise of birds.”

island, St, Brendan and his monks re- 
tin*ned to Ireland, where they aston­ 
ished the natives by tales of the woa- 
ders they had seen.

Do not keep mongrel stock.

are not high producers, and their eggs 
are not uniform as to size and color. 
Keep laying hens separated from sit­ 
ting hens. 
Gather eggs twice dally in warm 
weather. 
The sale of infertile Incubator eggs 
never will help you to establish a high­ 
er market price for your product. 
Separate the male birds from the 
fiock except during the bre(j<llng sea­ 
son. Fertile eggs are poor keepers. 
M.nrket eggs in a standard egg case. 
Never haul to town over rough roads 
or In an open basket or pan exposed 
to the hot sun. 
You will have a larger number of 
“firsts” if you market at least twice 
a week. 
In keeping eggs, provide a dry, cool, 
well 
ventilated 
place. 
Fertile 
eggs 
must be kept below CS degrees to check 
germination. 
Eggs are affected easily by 
bad 
odors. 
Do not keep In a musty grain 
bin, or in the vegetable cellar, or 
where they can »ibsorb the odors of 
kerosene and gasnlJae.
